On the contrary, if the Rich come to the 
Table of the Lord with pride in their Hearts, 
to have the Poor joyned with them would 
very probably be a means to make then! 
leſs attentive to their Duty. 

IT is then abundantly evident from the 
means preſcribed by the Apoſtle to prevent 
eating and drinking unworthily, that the 
Apoſtle means being unworthy. 

I might now go on to ſhew, from the 
Apoſtle's not directing means ſuited to, and 
which would certainly have prevented, eat- 
ing and drinking in an unworthy mannes 
that the Crime ſpoken of by him was not 
cating and drinking in an wunworthy mat- 
ner: but J apprehend what I have already 
faid, is more than ſufficient for my purpoſe 
And, I think, I may now with confidence 


aſſert, that it not only appears from the

Antecedent and Conſequent expreſſions, 110 
from the Tenor and Scope of the Whole 
Paſſage, that by unworthily the Apoſtle 


means being unworthy, 


I might now proceed to ſhew from o- 


ther Texts, particularly from thoſe where 
the Wicked are called Spots * in the Feaſts, 
&c. that repenting of, and for/aking of paſt 
Sins is required in order to our performing 
this Duty acceptably to God; but having, as 
I apprehend, fully proved my Point, I thall 
leave the conſideration of theſe Texts tilt I 
come to my Third and laſt Letter to you, in 
| which I propoſe to ſhew that the Doctrine 
which you advance is Prejudicial to Mo 
rality.
